WANTS TO MEET ALL POTTERS 


Trenton True American. 
President Hughes, the head of the 
Brotherhood of Operative Potters, ar 
rived in this city bright and early yes­ 
terday morning, and will remain here 
for some days to come. 
He may be 
here for a month or more. 
Last evening President Hughes, who 
hails from East Liverpool, O., had a 
conference with Vice President Hutch­ 
ins of the Brotherhood, who resides 
in this city, but neither was ready to 
make any public statement for the 
present. 
The conditions, as far as the wage 
scale is concerned, are just the same 
now as when President Hughes was 
here last summer. There has been no 
defection from the ranks of the Broth­ 
erhood further than took place among 
the jiggermen at that time. 
The jiggermen still have an 
inde­ 
pendent local organization, but no 
other branch of the trade has shown 
a disposition to break from the parent 
organization. It was reported last fall 
that many of the dissatisfied kilnmen 
would join the jiggermen, 
but this 
hope On the part of the insurgents hàs 
failed of fulfillment. 
President Hughes would 
not say, 
with reference to his visit, that his 
desire was to have the entire trade of 
Trenton come together for the com­ 
mon good, regardless of whether they 
were affiliated with the existing organ­ 
ization or not. It would be necessary, 
he said, for the operatives to stand to­ 
gether, if they were solicitous for the 
future of the trade. 
Concerning the report that the list 
was all right for the west, because of ; 
the superior facilities the potteries of i 
that section had over those of Trenton, | 
he said that there were both goo(f| 
and bad plants in both sections; that | 
the western potteries w^ere not by j 
any means all modern. Despite this | 
fact, he said, the new wage scale was | 
working quite satisfactorily in 
the ' 
west. 
The campaign is to be one of educa­ 
tion entirely, the idea being to show 
the operatives that in the long run the 
new' scale will be advantageous to the 
trade. 
Just how' this will be carried 
on has not been made public, but it is 
likely that arrangements will be made 
for a number of mass meetings to be 
addressed by able speakers. It is also 
likely that an organizer will be located 
in this city. 
President Hughes, it is understood, 
will endeavor, with the assistance of 
speakers, an organizer and the tried 
and true union men of the city, 
to 
awaken all who are employed in the 
pottery business to the importance and 
necessity of a thorough organization. 
The need of such an undertaking is 
most apparent. For some time past a 
number of the members have lost in­ 
terest in the wrork and dropped off in 
attendance at the local meetings. 
It was the intention of President 
Hughes to have visited Trenton soon­ 
er, but he has been detained by mat­ 
ters which required his attention

WANTS TO M EET ALL POTTERS 


Trenton True American. 
President Hughes, the head of the 
Brotherhood of Operative Potters, ar­ 
rived in this city bright and early yes­ 
terday morning, and will remain here 
for some days to come. 
He may be 
here for a month or more. 
Last evening President Hughes, who 
bails from East Liverpool, O., had a 
conference with Vice President Hutch­ 
ins of the Brotherhood, who resides 
in this city, but neither was ready to 
make any public statement for the 
present. 
The conditions, as far as the wage 
scale is concerned, are just the same 
now as when President Hughes 
was 
here last summer. There has been no 
defection from the ranks of the Broth­ 
erhood further than took place among 
the Jiggermen at that time. 
The Jiggermen still have an 
inde­ 
pendent local 
organization, 
but 
no 
other branch of the trade has shown 
a disposition to break from the parent 
organization. It was reported last fall 
that many of the dissatisfied kilnmen 
would Join the jiggermen, 
but 
this 
hope on the part of the insurgents has 
failed of fulfillment. 
President Hughes would 
not 
say, 
with reference to his visit, that his 
desire was to have the entire trade of 
Trenton come together for the com­ 
mon good, regardless of whether they 
were affiliated with the existing organ­ 
ization or not. It would be necessary, 
he said, for the operatives to stand to­ 
gether, if they were solicitous for the 
future of the trade. 
Concerning the report that the list 
was all right for the west, because of 
the superior facilities the potteries of 
that section had over those of Trenton, j 
he said that there were both gootf 
and bad plants in both sections; that 
the western potteries 
were not b y ; 
any means all modern. 
Despite this 
fact, he said, the new wage scale was 
working quite satisfactorily in 
the 
west. 
The campaign is to be one of educa­ 
tion entirely, the idea being to show 
the operatives that in the long run the 
new scale will be advantageous to the 
trade. 
Just how this will be carried 
on has not been made public, but it is 
likely that arrangements will be made 
for a number of mass meetings to be 
addressed by able speakers. It is also 
likely that an organizer will be located 
in this city. 
President Hughes, it is understood, 
will endeavor, with the assistance of 
speakers, an organizer and the tried 
and true union men of the 
city, 
to 
awaken all who are employed in the 
pottery business to the importance and 
necessity of a thorough organization.

Others OlTea Lona Terms of Itnp rlsaii- 
meot—Some Ksamp les of Filip ino 
Bandits’ BUNMlthimtiiiesM.

band, which, under 
the name

"Guardla de Honor, " had for its de­ 
clared object the munier of ¡p eace­ 
ful and unofremllng victims, if found 
necessary to gratify either a desire 
for revenge or a feeling 
of 
envy 
against the rich. 
"These 
inhuman 
methods," said General 
MacArthur, 
"remove all the p articip ants, w'hether 
chief or willing 
follower 
of 
the 
bands, from the p ale of the law and 
p lace them among that class 
cow’- 
ardly and seiTct assa-ssliis w l^ ii all 
civilised men the world over hold to 
be enemlt» B of mankind." 
A native iiaimHl Vincente Prado es- 
tabllsIuMl a camp In a strong p osition 
difficult of access in the mountainous 
district near Rosario, In Union p rov­ 
ince. 
There he entrenched his camp 
and ere<‘ted buildings for a band of 
armed outlaws which 
he 
gathered 
about him. 
Kec'ently two Amerlcaus 
were taken into the camp as p rison­ 
ers and for no aslgned reason other 
than that "they were enemies." They 
were onlere*! to Instant death. Short­ 
ly afterwards two Iggomotes, a man 
and a woman, 
were 
taken before 
Prado and charge*! with being Amer­ 
ican sp ies. 
W’ithout any attemp t at 
p roof of or form of trial, they were 
ordered to be immediately executed. 
In both Instances Prado 
p ereonally 
witnessed the bloody execution of his 
orders 
by 
members of his outlaw 
band, who used their bolos on the de­ 
fenseless p risoners. 
On another oc- ‘ 
casion Prailo ordered his band to at­ 
tack and burn the p ueblo of San 
Jacinto and to arrest and, "If he re­ 
sisted, kill.*’ the p residente of Ro­ 
sario. 
In p ursuance of these orders, 
the p resi« lcnte of Rosario and his son 
were kllb» d and 103 houses de« 5troyed 
by fire. 
Prado and his chief outlaw 
assistants 
were 
sentenced 
to 
be 
hanged. 
Another native 
sentenced 
to 
be 
hanged was I'tslro 
Lacnica. 
This 
man was one of a band of natives' 
who. rep resenting 
themselves to be 
p olicemen, enter*'*! at night time sev­ 
eral bou-ies and l\r threats and the 
use of firearms force*! the natives to 
come out ami surren*ler. 
They then 
tle*1 the arms of the men behind their 
backs and beat them with bolos and 
robb*Hl the hous*'s of money. Jewelry 
and other valuables."

tice of the peace to conduct it. I told 


him if it was a legal case I would 
conduct the inquest myself, as I had 
no authority to appoint anybody. 
"I suggested to him 
that he go to 
Prosecuting Attorney Brookes, as he 
lived in East Liverpool, and I was un­ 
der his jurisdiction in the matter of 
holding inquests. 
Dr. Ikirt replied to 
me that he would not have 
anything 
to do with Mr. Brookes, as he was at 
torney for the electric road. 
“I then called up Mr. Brookes and 
he told me the accident happened in 
daylight 
and there were probably 
dozen witnesses. 
He also told me he 
didn’t think I had anything to do with 
it. 
I then called Dr. Ikirt up and told 
him I would have nothing to do with 
it. 
Three people 
were within 
the 
sound of my voice as I talked to Dr 
Ikirt over the ’phone and will be qual 
ified as to w hat I say. 
“I act under the instructions of the 
prosecuting attorney, and if I don’t I 
get no pay.

Trenton True American. 
President Hughes, the head of the 
Brotherhood of Operative Potters, ar­ 
rived in this city bright and early yes­ 
terday morning, and will remain here 
for some days to come. 
He may be 
here for a month or more. 
Last evening President Hughes, who 
hails from E ast Liverpool, O., had a 
conference with Vice President Hutch­ 
ins of the Brotherhood, who resides 
in this city, but neither was ready to 
make any public statem ent for the 
present. 
The conditions, as far as the wage 
scale is concerned, are just the same 
now as when President Hughes 
was 
here last summer. There has been no 
defection from the ranks of the Broth­ 
erhood further than took place among 
the jiggermen at that time. 
The Jiggermen still have an 
inde­ 
pendent local 
organization, 
but 
no 
other branch of the trade has shown 
a disposition to break from the parent 
organization. It was reported last fall 
that many of the dissatisfied kilnmen 
would join the jiggermen, 
but 
this 
hope on the part of the insurgents hhs 
failed of fulfillment. 
President Hughes would 
not 
say, 
with reference to his visit, that his 
desire was to have the entire trade of 
Trenton come together for the com­ 
mon good, regardless of whether they 
were affiliated with the existing organ­ 
ization or not. It would be necessary, 
he said, for the operatives to stand to­ 
gether, if they were solicitous for the 
future of the trade. 
Concerning the report that the list 
was all right for the west, because of 
the superior facilities the potteries of 
that section had over those of Trenton, 
he said that there were both gootf 
and bad plants in both sections; that 
the western potteries 
were not by 
any means all modern. 
Despite this 
fact, he said, the new wage scale was 
working quite satisfactorily in 
the 
west. 
The campaign is to be one of educa­ 
tion entirely, the idea being to show 
the operatives that in the long run the 
new scale will be advantageous to the 
trade. 
Just how this will be carried 
on has not been made public, but it is 
likely that arrangem ents will be made 
for a number of mass meetings to be 
addressed by able speakers. It is also 
likely that an organizer will be located 
in this city. 
President Hughes, it is understood, 
will endeavor, with the assistance of 
speakers, an organizer and the tried 
and true union men of the 
city, 
to 
awaken all who are employed in the 
pottery business to the im portance and 
necessity of a thorough organization. 
The need of such an undertaking is 
most apparent. For some time past a 
number of the members have lost in­ 
terest In the work and dropped off in 
attendance at the local meetings. 
It was the intention of President 
Hughes to have visited Trenton soon­ 
er, but he has been detained by m at­ 
ters which required his attention 
In
